SCOTTDALE.

Non-Unio- n lien Penned by a Mob Ko
Fear of a Further Outbreak The Strike
Slowly Growing In West Virginia Hirer
Operators Favoring the Strikers The
Marchers on the De a rail t Mines In
dlgnatlen Against the Sheriff.
Wheeling, W. Va., July 31. The mining

situation in the Wheeling district today
was as follows: About half of the full
force was at work in the two mines of the
Boggs Run Company; thirty-fiv-e men
went into the Glendale mine, and about
forty were working in the mine at Elm
Grove. Only eight men returned to work
at Moundsville, and it Is not likely the
effort to resume there will be successful.
There is likely to be clash between the
men who returned to work and those who
atUck to the strike. The Glendale Com- -
pany posted word that all who did not
return to work were discharged. This
brought about half the force to terms,

Charleston, W. Va., July 31. W. D.

I hope they
will win. The proclamation of the sheriff
was an outrage, and I do not believe he
can force the miners to leave the ground
they are now occupying with the per-
mission of the owners. I do not think
he has a right to interfere."

James W. Shields, who operates the
big Osceola mine, is sending a donation
of provisions to the strikers daily, and
says he will continue to do so as long as
the strike continues. He also condemns
the action of the sheriff and says the
miners should permit themselves to be
arrested and fill the jail, making the ex- -
pense of the county so great that the tax
payers would interrere ana resent od

The work on the uniformity agreement
has been comDleted and the committee
will begin to secure signatures on Mon-
day. Operators who discouraged the
movement are gradually coming into line,
and it is believed the required number; of
signatures can be obtained. When this is
done the strike can be settled.

In the county courts today the prelim
inary injunctions against the strikers re
straining them from interfering with the
men at the Bunola and Castle Shannon
mines were continued.

Anxiety, expectation and suspense.
which were the condtions in the coal
mining situation about De Armit's mines
today, have given place to peace and
Quietness tonight. After running counter
to deputy sheriffs several times during the
day. the strikers peaceably withdrew tnis
evening, and are now sleeping in their
camp. As the miners will not work to-
morrow the strikers will take a rest and
no trouble is expected before Monday
morning. The week closed with the min-
ers' officials satisfied that they had made
a marked impression orr- - the diggers of
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal
Company who, it seems, are wavering as
to their purpose.

All the men are out at Sandy Creek,
and but few are at work at Turtle Creek
today. Plum Creek was in full operation,
and the entire force of the strikers was
centered at this point, but without suc-
cess. The men at work appear deter-
mined to stand by their employers, but
the strikers still have hopes of bring-
ing them out. Late this afternoon Pres-
ident Dolan took 150 strikers from the
camp and marched to Plum Creek, where
a meeting was organized. Speeches were
made by President Dolan and Vice Pres
ident McKay and the men cautioned to
keep within the law. While the meeting
was in progress Sheriff Lowry and Chief
Deputy Richards, with an armed force of
deputies, appeared upon the scene. Sheriff
Lowry read the Injunction procured by
De Armit and ordered the strikers to dis--
perse. President Dolan replied that they
were on public grounds, and produced a
certificate from the road supervisor of the
township declaring the place a public
highway. Sheriff Lowry again ordered
them to disperse and, after a short par-
ley, the meeting was closed and the
strikers marched back to camp. Upon
their return it was learned that 400 men
from the Panhandle district had started
for Turtle Creek, and would reach there
tomorrow morning.'

When the reinforcements- - arrive ar-
rangements will be made- - to march to
Plum Creek about.midnight Sunday night
and guard the until the men start
to work, wnen another effort will be
made to induce them to come out. Pres-
ident Dolan, Secretary Warner and Cam-
eron Miller are all at the Turtle Creek
camp tonight.

Scottdale, Pa.. July 31. William Cum-ming- s,

DEFINED BY A DIPLOMAT IN
TOUCH WITH CANOVAS.

Wat "With tbe United State Preferable to
Peaceable Surrender of Cuba The Course
Minister Woodford 1 to Pursne His De-

mand to be Rejected Beat Atltude of
McKinley Satisfaction In England Over
Prospect of Seal Fishery Settlement The
Spectator on American Trusts
London, July 21. Much satisfaction

is expressed in official and merchantile
circles at the prospective settlement of

the seal question by aid of the Wash-
ington conference, especially as such
an arrangement will'remove a cause of
hot discussion between the United
States and Great Britain. Although at
the outset of Mr. Foster's journev
diplomatists and newspapers ridiculed
the idea that there was anything nes-essa- ry

to be done, Ambassador Hay
and Mr. Foster have completely
changed this view; and Great Britain
is finally doing everything possible to
meet the views of the United States.
Doubtless this is partly owing to the
support Mr. Foster's idea received
from Russia and Canada. Sir "Wilfrid
Laurler and Mr. Davies have all along
favored a conciliatory attitude toward
the proposals of the United States. --

The conference will meet in the third,
or fourth week in October, the exact
date being left to be determined by the
arrival of the British experts from the
sealing grounds.

Great Britain will be represented by
Sir Julian Pauncefote, the ambassador,
and Professor Darcy Thompson. The
United States will probably be repre-
sented by John W. Foster; Japan by
the Japanese minister at Washington,
and Russia by a commission headed by
Dr. Martens, professor of international
law at the university of St. Petersburg,
who was delegated by Russia to hold
the pourparler with Mr. Foster. Can-
ada will be represented by Sir. Wilfred
Laurier and Mr. Davies. The confer-
ence will discuss the whole question as
raised by the United States, will draft
a scheme of protection for the seals,
with details for carrying out the same,
and will decide all open claims. Its re-
port will be adopted referendum; but
as Russia and Japan are entirely fa-
vorable to the pretensions of the
United States and as Great Britain is
indifferent so long as Canada is sati-
sfied, the conference may be said to
be a diplomatic triumph for the United
States and a personal triumph for Mr.
Foster. Unless it results In a divided
report, which is not expected, the gov-
ernments concerned will i.mrnediately
embody the scheme in a permanent
agreement, either in the form of an
agreement or a memorandum so that
it can be executed in the season of
1898.

A Spanish diplomatist who is in close
touch --with Senor Canovas del Castillo,
the Spanish diplomat, informs the cor-
respondent of the Associated Press
that it is useless longer to attempt to
dJsguise the fact that the Spanish min-
istry is in a very tight place. He says:

"We can keep up the war in Cuba
only so long as our funds last, and the
time when they will Jail is almost in
sight. When it comeswe must give up
the struggle., Now we are too proud a
race to do so at anybody's demand;
but we can do so by pleading "force
maieure" in a war with the United
States. Such a result naturally would
be very unpleasant to us; but in order
to prevent a revolution in Spain and
the overthrow of the monarchy, war
is the only way out. The premier
knows from President McKinley direct
that the president personally does not
want war and wishes to save us from
the cost and the bloodshed. But his
cabinet only partly share his views,
while the senate, the house of repre
sentatives, the American press and the
people of the United States favor a
settlement with big guns. President
McKinley, however, while first in
peace, has declared himself as hot
shrinking from the war if peace meas-
ures fail. This is the position and nat-
urally lends strength to the independ-
ent course which General Woodford
will pursue.. His instructions will be
at the outset to attempt to obtain for
Cuba the peaceful means of Cuban In
dependence. He is destined to be de
feated In his proposal the moment It
is made; for Spain would Infinitely
prefer war, with or without the encour-
agement of other nations, to any sur-
render on the Cuban question. This is
the fact and the premier sees no other
way out of the present impasse in
Spanish politics.- - He wiB cpurt war
the moment the United States become
imperative In its demands. The wave
of great emotion and patriotism such
as war would call out in Bpain would
TiaturaUy sink all threatening domestic
question and disturbances. The Car-list- s,

republicans and all txthers would
unite for the nation as tbey could be

--united by nothing else, and whejx. de-
feated, if Spain should be defeated,
Cuba could be surrendered TJiithout im-
periling all present political and mon-
archal institutions."

Berlin, July 3L Emperor William

reached Kiel on board tbe imperial
yacht Hchenzollern yesterday.

his majesty will start for St. Peters-
burg to visit the Czar. Prince Hohen-loh- e

will Join the emperor at Peterhof.
The municipal authorities of St. Pe-

tersburg will signalize the visit by pre
senting to their majesties slices of
bread on a silved dish and salt in a
silver cellar, both richly ornamented
in the Russian style and engraved with
the Joint arms of St. Petersburg and
Germany. Upon the rim of the dish is
the following inscription: "To their
majesties, the emperor and empress of
Germany."

The grand autumn military maneu-
vers at Hamburg will begin on Sep-

tember 2nd and will continue to the
10th. The prince of Wales will be
among the guests of the kaiser at the
principal reviews. He has modified his
plans and will take a course of the
waters next month at Marienbad in-

stead of at Homburg, as hitherto.
Dr. Arthur Kortegarn, head master

of the celebrated school at Frankfort,
died suddenly at Interlaken last Mon
day. He was 59 years of age and until
a few years ago was head master of
the well known school, at Bonn, where
many prominent Americans and En
glishmen have been educated. He was
a leading authority on educational
matters throughout Germany.

The empress has varied the monotony
of her stay at Tegernze by a visit to
Munich. She was accompanied by the
five princes, visited all the sights and
lunched with the prime regent, who
proposed her majesty's health.

Prince Oscar celebrated his ninth
birthday on Tuesday at Tegernze from
which place the empress and her chll
dren will return today to Berlin.

The rumors rife In London concern
ing the possible retirement of Secre
tary Sherman are echoed here, even
In official German and American cir
cles, but with this difference, that Mr.
Sherman is to be succeeded, not by
Mr. Whitelaw Reid, but by Ambassa
dor White. Gossip even goes so far
as to attribute Mr. White's hesitation
to leave the Kaiserhof hotel for perma
nent quarters to the possibility of his
having soon to reurn to Washington.

The comments of the German press
upon the Dingley tariff bill are ex-
tremely acrid, but great satisfaction is
expressed at the fact that large quan
titles of German goods were sent to
the United States In anticipation of
the event. While wishing to revenge
themselves upon- - the Amercans the
most chauvenistic Journals are not
blind to the fact that reprisals on the
part of Germany would surely prove
boomerangs.
